On Wednesday moruing, Edmund John Gagg, a man 
who gave himself upat Wolverton, on Friday last, as 
the avowed murderer of the unfortunate child, Francis 
Saville Kent, and who, at ‘Trowbridge, on Monday, 
denied all participation in the erime, was brought up at 
the ‘lrowbridge police-statiun for farther examination. 
The presiding magistrates were Messers. H. G. G. Lud- 
iow and W.Stancombe ; Mr. Dunn, solicitor, of Frome, 
watched the proceedings on behalf of Mr. Kent, the 
father of the murdered child, who drove over from 
Road, and was present at the police-station, but did 
not make his appearance in the Hall in which the pro- 
ceedings took place. ‘The court was tar from crowded, the 
prevailing feeling among the spectators, who were prin- 
cipally factory operatives, being 
curiosity to see the prisoner.

What effect proclamation has had upon those to 
whom it is more immediately addressed I cannot say. 
On the 9th instant an attempt was made on the part of 
the Garibaldini, in small force, to land at Fiumara di 
Muro, between Reggio and Scylla, and if I am to depend 
on official information, the invaders were repulsed b 
the troops and the National Guard united; but, though 
the main fact may be true, the source from which I re- 
ceive my information renders it desirable that the 
details should be received with caution. At the same 
time, I am informed in other quarters that a party 
ot a hundred or so Neapolitans, who left here in a sail- 
ing vessel a few days since, have landed in the Gulf 
of St. Eufemia unopposed by a batch of chasseurs, and 
penetrated into the interior. The “ Comitato” 
had telegraphic information of this event on 
Thursday last. There will, however, be undoubtedly a 
landing on a large scale very shortly in the Calabrias, 
and a severe struggle or an easy victory will be the 
result. Meanwhile, the Government is not idle, and a 
large force has been concentrated in the Calabrias, to 
the number of nearly 40,000 men. An order was given 
on Thursday last for the departure in that direction of 
General Pianelli with three battalions of chasseurs, but 
at four o'clock in the afternoon a counter-order was 
given, though the troops are always kept in readiness. 
The movement was occasioned by the intelligence, which 
arrived here that many of the young men of Calabria 
had left their cities and villages, and had taken to the 
mountains. We are waiting from moment to moment 
for the arrival of stirring news from the south. 

At Pizzo, the powder magazine, in which were 25 
cantari (30 ct. of powder), exploded last week, destroy- 
ing a great portion of the town. General Mazza, who 
had sent up a report on the insubordination of the 
soldiers under his command, has been arrested, and is 
now in St. Elmo. On the @th, four other officers were 
also sent to the same place of confinement, and several 
soldiers, Í hear, were shot for desertion yesterday in the 
capital. I am prepared for defection to a great extent, 
for the army is as corrupt as it can be, and has no attach- 
ment to any principle. In ministerial circles I hear 
much of the strength of the reaction, and of the danger 
which threatens the Liberals. I report what I hear, but 
not without taking into consideration the position and 
the interests of my informants. On the same authority 
it is alleged that the reaction is very strong, especially 
in the province of Terra di Lavoro. 

The capital continues to be quiet, in spite of a hun- 
dred rumours a day of intended movements and demon- 
strations, to which I attach but little importance. 
Workmen take advantage of the general state of disor- 
ganisation to strike for wages, and crowds are seeking 
for public offices. Such events would take place in any 
country similarly situated, but in few countries would 
things roll on so easily as they do here, without any 
government at all. 

The Minister of the Interior has at length taken the 
press in hand, and has made a beginning of enforcing 
the existing law—not a minute, however, before it was 


necessary.
